Just as little in accordance with the facts is 
what the diary says concerning my attitude 
toward the imperial question im i866. The 
Crown Prince doubted whether imperial 
federation would have been possible or 
even useful in 1866. Tne declaration of the 
Pope’s infallibility was always regarded by 
ine with indifference. This was less the 
case with the Crown Prince. I considered 
it a false move on the part ef the Pope, and 
begged the Crown Prince to let the question 
rest, at any rate during the war. The 
Crown Prince could never have had that 
impression or entered that statement in his 
diary. pursued the question after the 
war. In view ef these facts I do not con- 
sider the diary published in thé Deutsche 
Runschau genuine; therefore I pray Your 
Majesty to empower me to instruct the 
Minister of Justice to order a prosecution.’’

Point Firman Light Rouse and grounded | 
upon a submerged reef of recks. The cas- 
ualty was reported by special dispatch in 
Tar Times of yesterday. <A_ reporter of 
Tur Times wasa passenger by the first 
train down, which left Los Angeles at 5 
p.m.—three hours after the accident—and 
he was in the seaport town in time to catch 
the first flying rumors concerning it. All : 
sorts of steries were current—some that the | 
wreck was very serious, and some that it 
was likely to prove a total! loss for the own- 
ers of the vessel. An expedition out to the 
scene of the difficulty was talked of, but it 
was already too dark to distinguish objects 
ata little distance, and so this was given up 
as not feasible.

My 
chart shows that at the very point where we 
struck the depth of channel is marked 
at five fathoms. As soon” as 
we struck i had the line 
heaved, and it showed at the bows three 
fathoms, at the gangway five fathoms, and 
at the stern seven fathoms. As soon as | 
found thas we were on the rocks £ knew 
it was all day with us. What I feared 
most, however, was that the vesse’ wouid 
Slide off stern foremost into deep water and 
sink likeananchor. So I left the fore- 
mainsail set so that its force would be ex- 
erted to hold the ship hard on the rocks and 
prevent her sliding off. It’s hard luck; yes, 
sir, and it’s harder on me than on anybody 
else.” 

Capt. Purcell, a stubby little man, whose 
hair and whiskers are whitened with the 
. Snows of probably sixty winters, seemed to 
feel the loss and mortification deepiv. He 
has been a navigator more than forty years, 
and it seems like the very travesty of fate 
that after pulling his vessel through many a 
hard pinch, where’ every circumstance 
seemed against her, he should at last be 
wrecked while pulling into an open road- 
_ stead in broad daylight, withconly a gentle 
breeze filling his sails. 

Capt. Purcell explained that the vessel 
belongs to Hargrove & Allen of Liverpool. 
He is nota part owner in the craft, as was 
currently reported about San Pedro. ‘The 
Respigadero has been afloat about 12 or 18 
years, and her original cost, Capt. Purcell 
said, was £27,000. He could not state her 
present valuation or the amount of insur- 
ance. He had notified British Vice-Consul 
Mortimer, and had also telegraphed to 
Lloyds, San Francisco. 

The Respigadero isaniron ship of 1629 
tons register, and carried 2500 tons of coal 
eonsigned to the Southern Pacitic Railroad 
Company. She was 76 days from New 
South Wales, and had an uneventful voy- 
a~e save in the rescue of a party of cast- 
away South Sea Islanders, as noted later.

as well as the cargo. 1 ean’t get out the 
coal because it is under water, and it would 
be impossible to close the opening and float 
the ship again unless the coal isout.

DIED ALONE, 


A Pomona Man Takes an Overdose of 
Morphine. 

An inquest was held at Pomona-yester- 
day by Coronor Meredith on the body of 
one George Thomas Breen, a widower, 48 
years of age, and a native of Connecticut, 
who was found dead in bed in the lodging-. 
house of John Westphal, at that place on 
Wednesday merning, the 26th inst. 

The cause of death was, according to the 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury, the result of 
an overdose of morphine, but whether the 
same was taken accidentally or with intent, 
the jury were unable to determine. 

John Westphal, being first duly sworn, 
testified that he kept a lodging-house and 
had known deceased some six or seven 
months past. While his family were at 
dinner one of his boys tola him that he was 
afraid to sleep in-the room next to deceased, 
as he had been accustomed to do, because 
his screams frightened him. On inquiring 
from the girls who usually made up the 
lodgers’ beds, it appeared that the 
door was locked that morning and 
that no answer could be obtained from the 
occupant of deceased’s room. Sending the 
boys totry the door and finding it locked, 
he told them to geta ladder and open the 
window, which, incompany with a fellow- 
lodger named Mike Frain, they did. On 
breaking the window screen open with an 
ax, they entered the room and found de- 
ceased om-tie bed. He was dead, and had 
not removed any of his clothing, Mike 
Frain fully corroborated this testimony. 
George P. Phibbs, a restaurant-keeper, tes- 
tified as to deceased having suffered from 
facial neuralgia about two weeks ago, and 
thata youth who boarded with witness, 
named Hicks, had told him that he had pro- 
cured some morphine at the request of de- 
ceased to nullify the pain. Hicks had also 
told the witness that, deceased was very 
despondent over a letter from the East in- 
forming him of the death of his son, for 
which reason he was afraid that deceased, 
who was a drinking man, might do some- 
thing desperate. 

Dr. S. F. Davies, the last witness called, 
deposed as to the pest-mortem examination 
which he made upon the body. There were 
nomarks of external violence, and the 
organs were all in their normal condition 
with the exception of the brain, which 
showed marked evidence of the effects of 
morphine. The cause of death was an over- 
dose of that insidious drug.

Goliath was, ac- 
cording to the Bible, 11 feet 43 inches 
high. Or,if you do not believe the 
Bibie, the famous Pliny, a secular 
writer, declares that at Crete by an 
eartaquake a monument was broken 
open, discovering the remains of a giant 
46 cubits long or 69 feet high. So,whether 
you prefer sacred or profane history, 
you mist come to the conclusion that 
thers were in those olden times cases 
of human aititude monstrous and ap- 
palling. David had smashed the skull 
of one of these giants, but there were 
other giants that the Davidean wars 
had not yet subdued, and one of them 
Stands in my text. He was not only 
of Alpine stature, but had a surplus of 
digits. T the ordinary fingers was

larly equipped of hand and 
foot. All of which ‘I can 


believe, for I have. seen two cases of 
the same physical superabundance. 
ut this giant of the text is in battle, 
and as David, the dwarf warrior, had 
dispatched one giant the brother of 


David slays this mouster of my text, 


and there he lies, after the. battle in 
Gath, a dead giant. His stature did 
not save him and his superflous ap- 

ndices of hand and foot did not save 
The probability was that in the 
battle his sixth. finger:on his hand: 
made him clumsy in the use of his 
weapon and his sixth tee crippled his 
ait. Behold the prostrate and mal- 
ormated giant of the text: man 


~~ Zreat of stature, whose fingers and 


coes were four and twenty, six on each 
hand and six on each foot, and he also 
was the son of the giant. But when he 
defied Israel, Jonathan, the son of 
Shimea, David’s brother, slew him.” 
Behold how superfluities are a hin- 
drance rather than a help! In all the 
battle at Gath that da i there was not 
@ man with ordinary hand and ordi- 
nary foot and ordinary stature that 
was not better off than this physical 
curiosity of my text. As physica! size 
is apt to run in families, the probability 
is that this brother of David who did 


~~ the work was of an abbreviated stat- 


ure. A dwarf on the right side is 
stronger than a giant on the wron 
side, and all the body, and mind, an 
estate, and opportunity that you can- 
not use for God and the betterment of 
the world is a sixth finger and a sixth 
- toe, and a terrific hindrance. The most 
of the good done in the world, and the 
most of those who win the battles for 
the right, are ordinary people. Count 
the fingers of their right hand and 
they have just five,no more and no 
less. One Doctor Duff among mission- 
aries, but three thousand missionaries 
_ that would tell you they have only com- 
monendowment. One Florence Night- 
ingale to nurse the sick in conspic- 
uous places, but ten thousand wo- 
men who are just as good nurses 
though never heard of. he Swamp 
Angel was a big gun that during the 
war made a big noise, but muskets of 
ordinary calibre and shells of ordinary 
heft did the execution. President 
‘Tyler and his cabinet go down the Po- 
tomac one day to experiment with the 
Peacemaker, a great iron gun that was 
to affright with its thunder foreign 
navies. The gunner touches it off 
and it explodes and leaves cabinet 
ministers deaad on the deck, 
while at that time all up and down our 
coasts were cannon of ordinary bore 
able to be the defense of the Nation, 
and ready at the first touch to wak en 
toduty. Thecurse of the world is big 
guns. After the politicians, who have 
made all the noise, go home hoarse 
from angry discussion on the evening 
of the first Monday in November, the 
next day the people with the silent bal- 
lots will settle everything, and settle it 
right, a million of the white slips of 
paper, they drop making about as much 
noise as the fall of an apple blossom. 
Clear back in the country today, 
jhere are mothers in plain apron, and 
shoes fashioned on a reugh last by the 
shoemaker at the end of the lane. rock- 
ing babies that are to be the Martin 
Luthers, and the Faradays, and the 
Edisons, and the Bismarcks, and the 
Gladstones, and the Washingtons, and 
the George Whitefields of the year 
1938, and who will make the twentieth 
century so bright that this much-lauded 
nineteenth in comparison will seem a 
art of the dark ages. The longer I 
ive the more I like common folks. 
They do the world’s work, bearing the 
_world’s burdens, weeping the world’s 
sympathies, carrying the world’s con- 
solation. Among lawyers we see 
rise up a Rufus Choate, or a

collect and all these tenants to please? 
Suppose you have branched out in busi- 
ness successes until in almost every di- 
rection you have investments?

Epidemic of crime 
comes, and there are embezziements 
and absconudings in all directions, and 
ee wonder whether any of your book- 

eepers will prove recreant. A panic 
strikes the financial world, and you 
are like a hen under a_ sky full 
of hawks and trying with anxious 
cluck.to get your overgrown chick- 
ens safely under the wing. After a 
certain stage of success has been 
reached you have to trust so many im- 
portant things to others that you are 
apt to become the prey of others, and 
you are swindled and defrauded, and 
the anxiety you had on your brow when 
you were earning your first thousand 
dollars is not equal to the anxiety on 
your brow now that you have won 
your three hundred thousand. The 
trouble with such a one as he is spread 
out like the unfortunate one in my 
text. You have more fingers and toes 
than you know what to do with. 
Twenty were useful, 24 is a hindering 
superfluity. Disraeli says that a king 
of Poland abdicated his throne and 
joined the people, and became a porter 
to carry burdens, And some one asked 
him why he did so, and he replied: 
‘‘Upon my honor, gentlemen, the load 
which I quit is by far heaver than the 
one you see me carry. The weightiest 
is but a straw when compared to that 
world under which I labored. I have 
‘slept morein four nights than i have 
during all my reign. I begin tolive 
and to be a king myself. Eiect whom 
you choose; “for me who am so well it 
would be madness to return to court.” 

‘**Well,’’ says somebody, ‘‘such over- 
loaded persons ought to be pitied, for 
their worriments are real and their in- 
somuia and their nervous prostration 
are genuine.” Lreply that they could 
get rid of the bothersome surplus by 
giving it away. If a man has more 
houses than he can carry without vexa- 
tion, let him drop a few of them. If 
his estate is so great he cannot. man- 
age it without getting nervous dys- 
pepsia trom having too much, let him 
divide up with those who have nervy- 
ous dyspepsia because they cannot get 
enough. 0, they guard their sixth 
finger with more care than they did the 
They go limping with 
what they call gout, and «now not 
that, like the giant of my text, they 
are lamed by a superfluous toe. A few 
of them by large charities bleed them- 
selves of this financial obesity and 
monetary plethora, but many of them 
hang on to the hindering superfluity 
till death, and then, as thev are com- 
pelled to give the money up anyhow, in 
their last will and testament they zener- 
ously give some of it to the Lord, expect- 
ing,no doubt,that He will feel very much 
obliged to them. Thank God that

They 
lived in this world _50 or 60 years in the 
presence of appalling suffering and 
want, and made no effort for their re- 
lief.

The probabi «4 is that if such 
a one, in his last will, by a donation to 
benevolent societies, tries to atone for 
his lifetime closefistedness, the heirs- 
at-law will try to break the will by 
proving that the old man was’senile or 
crazy, and the expense of the litigation 
will about leave in the lawyers’ 
aangs what was meant for the Ameri- 
can Bible Society.

Standing in the presence of this fallen 
giant of my text, and in this post- 
mortem examination of him, let us learn 
how much better off we are with just 
the usual hand, the usual foot. You 
have thanked God for’a thousand 
things, but [ warrant you never 
thanked Him for those two imple- 
ments of work and locomotion that no.

Sir Charles Bell wrote his entire book 
on the wisdom and goodness of God as 
displayed in the human band.

Some Good Authorities on Protection. 


Protection is not by any means a new 
theory in this country. Its advocacy 
and practice are coeval with the exist- 
ence of our country. | 

The views of Henry Clay and Daniel 
Webster are too wel! known to need 
repetition. Gen. Washington, in his 
first annual message to Congress, said: 

“The safety and interest of the ee 
require that they should promote such man- 
ufactures as tend to render them independ- 
ent of others for essentials, particularly 
military supplies.” 

Iie many times afterward strongly 
advocated the levying of duties for the 
encouragement and protection of man- 
ufactures. Thomas’ Jefferson ex- 
pressed himself strongly in the same 
vein. President Madison, in his mes- 
sages, repeatedly advised the adoption 
of protective measures. In his mes- 
sage sent to Congress in 1815 he says: 

“There is no subject which can enter 
with greater force into the deliberations of 
Congress than a consideration of the means 
to preserve and promote the manufactures 
which have sprung into existence and at- 
tained an unparalleled maturity through- 
out the United States during the period of 
the European wars; this source ot national 
independence and wealth I anxiously rec- 
ommend, therefore, to the prompt and con- 
stant guardianship of Congress.’ 


John C. Calhoun, before his change 


of heart, favored protection. In James 
Monro’s inaugural address is found 


the following emphatiz declaration in 
favor of protection and a home mar- 
ket: 

“Our manufacturers will likewise require 


a the systematic and fostering care of Govern- 


ment. Possessing, as we do, all the raw 
materials, the fruit of our own soil and in- 
dustry, we ought not to depend, in the de- 
gree we have done, on the supplies from 
other countries. While we are thus de- 
pendent, the sudden event of war, uasought 
and unexpected, cannot fail to plunge 
us in the most serious difficulties. Itis im- 
portant, too, that the capital whieh nour- 
ishes our manufactures should be domestic, 
and its intluence in that case, instead of.ex- 
hausting, as it may doin foreign hands, 
would be felt advantageously in agriculture 
and evety other branch ot industry. Equally 
importaut is it to provide a home market for 
our raw material, as by extending the com- 
petition it will enhance the price, and pro- 
tect the cultivator against the casualties in- 
cident to foreign markets.” 


The tariff of 1828, the highest before 
the war, was voted for by Martin Van 
Buren, Richard M. Johnson, Thomas 
H. Benton and James Buchanan. Ina 
letter toa friend Gen. Andrew Jack- 
son wrote: 


“We have been too long subject to the 
policy of British merchants; it is time we 
should become a little Americanized; and 
instead of feeding the paupers and laborers 
of England, feed our own, or élse in a short 
time (by continuing our present policy) we 
shall be rendered paupers ourselves.”’ 


Gen. Winfieid Scott is on record as 


saying that-he -was-once- much smitten) tote 


with the doctrine of free trade, but 
having studied the question thoroughly, 
became convinced that free trade, how- 
ever beautiful in theory, would im- 
poverish this country. Millard Fill- 
more, in a debate in Congress in 1542, 
admitted that if all the restrictive sys- 
tems were done away with, here and in 
every other country, and we could 
confidentially rely on continued peace.

Some Free-trade Figures. 


The Kansas City Journal has a cor- 
respondenS in London, England— 
Helen Campbell—who draws a sad pic- 
ture of the condition of the working 
girls in that great metropolis of free 
trade. She says of the shop girls of 
London, ‘ta large portion of them are 
only able to earn $4 cents a week, and 
the highest ~wages paid is about 158 
shillings.”’ 

These girls, many of them, have no 
homes, but they club together, hua- 
dling in smal! back rooms, strangers 
to comfort and to luxury. Life holds 
nothing for them beyond a toiling ex- 
istence. Like the American girl, they 
have not the hope of something better in 
the future. They are shut out from the 
expectation of bettering their condition 
in their own land, and they naturally 
turn toacountry where industry ‘is 
protected and the Opportunities for ad- 
vancement are open to them. 

Every man in America who loves 
his wife and sister will vote fora sys- 
tem that protects the home and gives 
aid and encouragement to the woman 
who is thrown upon her own resources 
to obtain a livelihood. He will vote

Tne Mills Bill as a whole is a fearful 
and wonderful thing, even to the De- 
mocracy.

On being called to order by Mr. Chandler, 
Mr. Coke promptly said: “Mr, President, 
ifI have said anything derogatory to the 
dignity of the Senate I take it back and 
apologize for it.’’ 

Mr. Spooner said in reply to Mr. Coke

We also believe that they have got common 
sense, and, by the exercise of this valuable 
attribute, they have found out that polyg- 
amy must go. We believe that the great 
mass of Mormon people are determined to 
go on with this reform and that they will 
accomplish the work in spite of any inflence 
that may be attempted to be exercised by a 
few fanatical old polygamists.”

Bloody Political Affray at 
San Francisco.

San FRANCISCO, Sept. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Voting at the Republican 
primary election began today in the 176 
precincts in various parts of the city. Po- 
licemen were on hand, but not as early as 
they were needed. During the day there 
seemed to be a determination on the part 
of a hundred or more rough young 
men to take charge of the different 
polling districts. For the most part they 
seemed to come from the opposite political 
party from those voting. In some cases 
ballot-boxes were secured, but subsequently 
recovered by the officials. 

In the rooms of the Republican County 
Committee, on Kearny street, after the 
polls of the primary election had been 
closed and the committee had begun count- 
ing the votes, W. J. Harrington, an em- 
ployé inthe License Collector’s office, en- 
tered a protest against the returns from trs 
Twenty-ninth Assembly District. 

Some loud talk ensued, and several per- 
sons cried out “Shut up!’ Harrington 


.drew a revolver and turned to Martin J. 


Kelly, the Fire Commissioner, and began 

abusing him. Kelly then struck at Har- 

rington with a small cane which he held in 

his hand. MUarrington then fired into the 

crowd, which rushed on him and trampled 

him under foot, injuring him severely. 
THREE MEN SHOT. 

Several shots were then fired in quick 
succession, and as far as can be ascertained 
three men were shot. 

David Donohue received a bullet just - 


over the heart, and died in about an hour. 


Donohue stated on his deathbed that he 
was certain that Harrington fired the fatal 
shot 

A. Christiansen was shot inthe chest, 
and will probably die. 

Martin J. Kelly received two wounds, one 
inthe breast and the other in the foot 
They are not fatal. oS 

Harrington’s pistol was picked up empty, 
and it is thought that he fired three shots. 
He was arrested and charged with murder. 
Two charges of assault to murder were also 


entered against him. 


Harrington is well known, and belongs 
to the opposit+ political party from those 
regularly voting today. 

WHAT A REPORTER SAYS. 

A reporter, who was an eye witness to 
the shooting, said: “David Donohue, who 
isafireman of engine No. 11, came to the 
rooms of the County Committee with the re- 
turns from the polls of the fourth precinct 
of the Twenty-ninth District. After he had 
put the ballot-box on the table, Harrington 
came in. He seemed very much excited,and 
walking up to the table, he claimed that the 
box had been stutfed and protested against it. 
Four or five fellows approached him, and 
before a shot was fired Martin Kelly said: 
‘Come, we don’t want any trouble here,’ 
aud struck Harrington over the head or 
shoulder with his cane. There were abou 
20 people in the room at that time, but 
after the blow was struck there were only 
six left. As soon as Harrington was struck, 
he pulled his gun and aimed it at Kelly. 
He fire it, and Kelly fell to the floor. 
Revolvers weré drawn in every direction, 
and Harrington pulled the trigger of his 
pistol again. This time the bullet struck 
Donohue, who was alongside of Kelly. I 
dropped to .the floor, and so did Christen- 
sen. The third shot was then fired, appa- 
rently from behind, and struck Harrington 
fin the neck. Christensen and I were 
crouching on the floor trying to get out of 
the way. Justas I had got my arm around 
his waist he looked up to see the row, and 
the fourth shot struck him near the stom- 
ach. Idon’t know who fired the last shot, 
but Harrington certainly killed one man 
and wounded Kelly.”

The Recent Attempt to Dispose of 
Confiscateud Poison. 

Sept. 27.—/By the Associated 
Press.| The preliminary hearing in_ the, 
ease of E. A. Gardner, arrested some weeks 
ago for conspiracy in connection with the 
custom office at Ogdensburg, N. Y., to re- 
move confiscated opium from the custom- 
house, was begun before United States Com- 
missioner Hoyne today.

Cuicaao, Sept. 27.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The Daily News will say of the 
remarkable advance in September wheat 
today: “It isthe outcome of a corner in 
that option by S. P. Hutchinson, who has 
been buying all September wheat offered 
lately. As only three days remained for 
the shorts to settle their trades, they went 
into the pit this morning and began to bid 
against each other, with the result that 
prices mounted rapidly. . When it 
reached $1.25, Hutchinson sent the 
tshorts word that he had wheat 
to sell. They flocked to his office, where 
he disposed of 325,000 bushels at $1.25 in a 
very short time. He then, after telling 
those of the shorts stil] waiting that wheat 
would go te $2 within a week, went away to 
his club, leaving instructions with his 
broker to sell the sherts all the wheat they 
wanted at $1.25 or buy all they wanted to 
sell at $1.24. There is a suspicion that 
Hutchinson also has most of the December 
wheat and in consequence that Option went 
up to 

The excitement after the adjournment 
was even greater than that which prevailea 
during the session of the board.
